McCain  Backs  Five-Point  Sports  Program 


A  five-point  program  designed  to  make  K- 
State's  football  and  other  inter-coUegate 
teams  more  competitive  was  proposed  by 
President  James  McCain  in  the  fall  of  his 
14th  year  in  office.  The  President  also  sup- 
ported a  doctoral  program  in  nuclear  engi- 
neering designed  to  spur  research  and  devel- 
opment for  Kansas  industry. 


The  Board  of  Regents  approved  the  sale  of 
$1.1  million  bond  issue  for  construction  of 
120  married  student  apartments  on  campus. 
They  also  authorized  construction  of  a 
women's  residence  hall  and  new  cafeteria. 

Governor  John  Anderson  appointed  two 
new  members  to  the  Board  of  Regents  in  his 
efforts  to  strengthen  higher  education.

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Staff  Increase  Meets 
Expansion  Problems 


Because  of  constant  growth  in  the  Univer- 
sity and  the  many  required  duties  of  Pres- 
ident James  A.  McCain,  the  number  of  top 
administrative  officials  was  increased.  The 
office  of  vice  president  of  academic  affairs 
was  created  with  more  authority,  replacing 
the  office  of  dean  of  academic  affairs. 

As  vice  president,  A.  L.  Pugsley  shared 
the  general  administrative  responsibilities  of 
the  president.  Co-ordinating  the  adminis- 
tration of  all  resident  instruction  programs, 
William  Bevan  was  vice  president  of  aca- 
demic affairs.  Daniel  Beatty,  business  man- 
ager, was  responsible  for  the  overall  fiscal 
operation  of  the  University.  Heading  foreign 
affairs,  Vice-President  Emeritus  A.  D.  Weber 
was  the  director  of  international  activities. 


As  vice  president,  A.  L.   Pugsley  must  be  alert  to 
and  informed  on  problems  of  the  University  campus. 
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As  business  manager,  Daniel  Beatty  has  charge  of 
the  preparation  of  the  University's  annual  budget.

With  a  membership  of  the  deans  of  each 
college  and  school,  the  newly  formed  Aca- 
demic Council  co-ordinated  academic  pro- 
grams, defined  new  standards  of  academic 
excellence  and  made  recommendations  to  the 
President.  Working  with  non-academic  mat- 
ters, the  Administrative  Council  considered 
salary  scales  and  faculty  distribution. 

Max  Milbourn,  assistant  to  the  President, 
served  as  chairman  of  the  General  Scholar- 
ship committee  and  the  Public  Relations 
Council.  In  President  McCain's  absence,  Mil- 
bourn  assumed  the  executive  duties. 

Other  administrative  officials  supervised 
University  and  student  services.  Managing 
the  330,000-volume  Farrell  Library,  J.  W. 
Kraus  added  30,000  books  to  the  library. 
Housing  Director  A.  Thornton  Edwards 
served  on  a  committee  to  plan  a  cafeteria 
and  600-person  dormitory  to  be  part  of  a 
housing  complex  northeast  of  the  campus. 
Semester  fees  of  Student  Health,  headed  by 
H.  P.  Jubelt,  were  raised  from  $10  to  $13.

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Fall  Students  Break 
Enrollment  Records 


With  students  enrolled  from  every  state 
except  Nevada,  fall  enrollment  set  a  record 
of  9175,  three  per  cent  above  last  year. 
The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  boasted 
the  largest  enrollment  with  3457  students, 
the  College  of  Engineering  and  Architecture, 
totaled  from  figures  taken  before  their  di- 
vision, followed  with  1720  students.  Gradu- 
ate School  enrolled  1020  students. 

The  count  included  students  from  all  105 
counties  in  Kansas  and  476  international 
students  from  60  countries.  India  claimed 
the  most  foreign  students  with  179,  and 
China  followed  with  86.  The  Philippines  were 
in  third  place  with  16  students. 

With  the  help  of  a  new  IBM  machine, 
approximately  500,000  enrollment  cards  were 
processed  for  fall  and  spring  registration.

The  building  houses  offices 
for  the  Deans  of  Students,  Aids  and  Awards, 
Foreign  Student  Advisement,  Religious  Ac- 
tivities and  International  Activities. 

Peters'  efforts  were  apparent  as  he  investi- 
gated the  parking  problem  for  Goodnow  Hall 
residents  and  presented  possible  solutions 
before  the  Student  Senate. 

Assuming  the  position  of  dean  of  inter- 
national students  was  Dr.  Ralph  Prusok 
who  replaced  Charles  Wildy,  assistant  dean 
of  students.  Prusok  received  his  graduate 
training  at  Iowa  State  University  where  he 
served  as  assistant  counselor  to  men. 

In  an  effort  to  develop  K-States'  foreign 
student  program  to  better  serve  both  inter- 
national and  American  students,  Prusok  at- 
tended an  international  student  adviser's 
conference  in  Colorado.  He  also  served  as 
faculty  adviser  to  the  Student  Senate.

As  adviser  to  Associated  Women  Students, 
Margaret  Lahey,  associate  dean  of  students 
and  dean  of  women,  guided  the  AWS  Rules 
Convention  delegates  in  evaluating  Univer- 
sity regulations  for  women.  Before  adoption, 
the  changes  had  to  be  approved  by  three 
Faculty  Senate  committees. 

Witnessing  the  opening  of  a  Jardine  unit 
for  upperclass  women,  Dean  Lahey  worked 
to  establish  the  successful  operation  of  cam- 
pus apartments.  As  associate  dean  of  stu- 
dents and  adviser  to  Inter-dorm  Council, 
Miss  Lahey  helped  make  plans  for  the  1965 
opening  of  a  new  dorm  for  underclass  women. 

Serving  as  sponsor  for  Off-campus  Women 
and  the  Social  Co-ordinating  Council,  Caro- 
line Peine,  assistant  dean  of  women,  noted 
the  mature  assumption  of  responsibility  on 
the  part  of  student  organizations.

Senators  Co-ordinate 
Academic  Standards 


To  correlate  academic  probation  and  dis- 
missal standards  with  graduation  require- 
ments, the  Faculty  Senate  increased  mini- 
mum grade  standards  by  .2  to  .3  of  a  grade 
point  based  on  credit  hours  attempted.  The 
program  also  required  the  establishment  of 
academic  standards  committees  for  the  Uni- 
versity and  each  of  the  seven  colleges.  The 
increase  effected  new  students  in  June,  1964. 

With  a  revision  of  the  constitution,  the 
Senate  membership  was  changed  to  include 
only  faculty  members  below  the  rank  of 
department  head.  Each  college  and  school 
elected  representatives  for  three-year  terms. 

The  Senate  represented  the  faculty  in  ap- 
proving candidates  for  degrees  and  made 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Regents 
concerning  changes  and  development  in  cur- 
riculums  and  courses.  The  Senate  approved 
new  doctor  of  philosophy  programs  in  the 
areas  of  economics,  history  and  nuclear  engi- 
neering and  dealt  with  traffic  control.

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CHOING  K-STATE'S  cumulative 
growth  in  1984  were  the  official  transforma- 
tions of  six  schools  to  colleges  and  the  crea- 
tion of  a  new  College  of  Architecture  and 
Design.  These  advances,  along  with  a  corre- 
sponding reorganization  of  administrative 
positions,  mirrored  the  expansion  of  academic 
programs  and  the  fluid  nature  of  that  expan- 
sion in  the  eyes  of  the  administrators.  Hand 
in  hand  with  the  evolution  came  the  expansion 
of  cooperative  studies  among  research  groups 
— newest  symbols  of  a  campus  transition. 

In  the  variety  of  field  concentrations  of- 
fered, the  colleges  cater  to  the  student  whether 
his  interest  is  in  nuclear  engineering,  bakery 
management,  English  or  wildlife  conservation. 
For  K-State  offers  curricula  as  complex  and 
varied  as  the  interests  of  the  student  himself. 

Emphasizing  those  areas  where  the  stu- 
dent demands  emphasis,  K-State's  administra- 
tors today  seek  to  provide  a  more  workable 
division  of  labor  for  the  achievement  of  the 
goals  to  which  Kansas  State  University  turns 
on  the  dawn  of  its  second  century.

Serving  the  people  of  Kansas  with  three 
divisions  —  resident  instruction,  extension 
and*  research  —  the  College  of  Agriculture 
listed  713  students  and  112  instructors.  Dean 
of  Agriculture  Glenn  E.  Beck,  in  his  fourth 
year  at  the  helm,  co-ordinated  activities  of 
the  three  branches.  He  was  responsible  for 
the  budget  and  staffing  of  the  college. 

Construction  of  two  new  buildings  was 
completed  during  the  year.  Leland  Call  Hall, 
named  for  Dean  Emeritus  L.  E.  Call,  was 
dedicated  early  in  March.  The  structure 
houses  the  dairy  and  poultry  sciences.  A 
wind  erosion  laboratory,  designed  for  experi- 
mental needs,  was  in  use  by  February. 

Under  a  contract  with  the  Agency  for  In- 
ternational Development,  K-State  staff 
members  traveled  to  Nigeria  to  develop  a 
new  college.  Agronomy  head  R.  V.  Olson 
was  selected  as  dean  of  agriculture  at  Ahm- 
adue  Bello  University  at  Zaria,  Nigeria.

Experiment  Stations  Assist  Ag  Research 


Recognizing  the  importance  of  developing 
new  and  improved  agricultural  products,  the 
division  of  research  carried  out  over  400  sep- 
arate projects.  Research  was  conducted  at 
experiment  stations  across  the  state. 

Provision  for  a  Mass  Spectormeter  was 
made  by  a  $100,000  grant  from  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration.  The 


meter,  only  one  of  its  kind,  was  installed  in 
Willard  Hall  to  detect  and  measure  minute 
quantities  of  organic  compounds. 

Development  of  a  hybrid  wheat  seed  on  a 
commercial  basis  was  a  priority  project  at 
the  experiment  station  at  Hays.  Forestry  re- 
search sought  uses  for  one  million  trees  dis- 
tributed yearly  by  forestry  extension.

Insuring  effective  classroom  instruction, 
providing  proper  advising  for  students,  and 
encouraging  research  were  the  goals  for  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

In  an  attempt  to  improve  the  advising  pro- 
gram, some  instructors  were  relieved  of  full- 
time  teaching  responsibilities  and  assigned 
as  part-time  advisers.  For  the  first  two  years 
students  retained  the  same  general  adviser 
and  then  transferred  to  individual  advisers 
in  their  major  fields.  There  were  3,466  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  Arts  and  Sciences. 

John  Chalmers  assumed  his  duties  as  dean 
of  the  college  of  arts  and  sciences,  replacing 
William  Bevan  who  became  vice-president 
for  academic  affairs.  Chalmers,  a  Rhodes 
Scholar  and  graduate  of  Cornell  University, 
came  from  an  administrative  position  at  the 
University  of  Wyoming.  Chalmers'  major 
field  of  interest  is  economic  theory.

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Education  Division 
Rates  School  Status 


After  July  action  by  the  Board  of  Regents, 
the  Department  of  Education  became  the 
second  K- State  school.  Preparing  teachers 
for  elementary  and  secondary  levels,  the 
school  also  provided  a  graduate  program. 

National  Science  Foundation  grants  of 
more  than  $15,000  were  awarded  to  the 
school  for  in-service  training  for  full-time 
elementary  school  teachers.  Teaching  con- 
cepts geared  to  elementary  science  and  math 
were  stressed  in  classes  conducted  under  the 
program.  Education  staff  members  were  con- 
sultants in  school  studies  such  as  efficient 
use  of  building  facilities,  use  of  community 
resources  and  improvement  of  curriculum. 

Using  a  $179,430  grant  received  from  the 
Ford  Foundation  in  1960,  the  school  pro- 
vided an  opportunity  for  liberal  arts  gradu- 
ates to  earn  a  Master  of  Science  degree  and 
a  teaching  certificate  in  15  months.

Commerce  College

Changed  from  a  school  to  a  college  in  July, 
1963,  the  College  of  Commerce  with  the  aid 
of  a  grant  from  the  Garvey  Fomidation  of 
Wichita  sponsored  commerce  seminars.  Dr. 
Dale  Yoder  of  Stanford  University  and  Dr. 
Hans  Broder  Krohn  of  the  Common  Market 
were  on  the  list  of  guest  speakers. 

With  enrollment  in  business  administra- 
tion and  accounting  reaching  650,  the  faculty 
positions  were  increased  to  22,  compared  to 
19  last  year  and  10  in  1955.  Dean  C.  Clyde 
Jones,  administrative  head  of  the  college, 
was  also  appointed  a  member  of  the  Kansas 
Council  for  Economic  Analysis. 

Edited  by  Serwood  Huneryager,  the  Man- 
agement Letter,  containing  news  of  interest 
to  Kansas  businessmen,  began  monthly  pub- 
lication under  the  sponsorship  of  the  college. 
The  college  was  also  host  at  an  educational 
conference  during  Commerce  Alumni  Day 
which  was  held  during  the  fall  semester. 


Before  his  speech  at  the  India  Day  convocation,  Am- 
bassador B.  K.  Nehru  tours  the  campus  with  Pres-

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New  Dean  Sets  Goal 
To  Increase  Budget 


Increasing  the  research  budget  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Engineering  to  three  million  dollars 
was, one  of  the  plans  for  the  future  formu- 
lated by  the  new  dean  of  the  college,  Dr. 
Paul  Russell.  Assuming  his  duties  in  the  fall, 
Dean  Russell  had  previously  been  head  of 
the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineering 
and  director  of  laboratory  activities  at  the 
Arizona  School  of  Engineering.  He  replaced 
Acting  Dean  John  Shupe,  who  returned  to 
his  former  position  of  associate  dean. 

The  1,492  students  in  the  fully  accredited 
college  boasted  37  PhD  candidates  in  five  de- 
partments. Twenty  undergraduates  worked 
with  professional  engineers  while  participat- 
ing in  the  NASA  internship  programs.

Fall  dedication  ceremonies  for  the  new 
$500,000  Institute  for  Environmental  Re- 
search marked  the  completion  and  initial 
operation  of  the  new  research  facilities  in  the 
College  of  Engineering.  Head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mechanical  Engineering,  Dr.  Ralph 
Nevins,  directed  the  lab.  The  facilities  were 
also  used  by  scientists  from  the  fields  of 
psychology,  statistics,  architecture  and  med- 
icine in  experiments  with  physical  comfort. 

The  Department  of  Nuclear  Engineering, 
with  160  students,  has  a  larger  enrollment 
than  any  other  nuclear  department  at  an 
American  university.  The  department  con- 
ducted 20  research  projects,  including  a  con- 
tinuation of  studies  on  radiation  fallout. 

Soil  mechanics  and  structural  analysis 
were  among  the  major  projects  of  the  De- 
partment of  Civil  Engineering.  L.  S.  Hobson 
directed  the  engineering  experiment  station. 
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Dressed  in  uniforms  to  insure  identical  surroundings, 
students  participate  in  environmental  studies  in  tlie 


new  test  cliamber.  As  tlie  "atmosphere"  varied  in  the 
room,  the  subjects  recorded  their  degrees  of  comfort.

Architecture  Branch 
Forms  New  College 


After  action  by  Board  of  Regents  in  Oc- 
tober, the  architectural  department  under 
the  College  of  Engineering  became  the  Col- 
lege of  Architecture  and  Design.  Landscape 
architecture,  formerly  part  of  the  College  of 
Agriculture,  became  a  part  of  the  new  col- 
lege. Having  an  enrollment  of  400,  the  college 
had  been  established  as  a  department  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  in  1904. 

Plans  were  designed  for  expanded  archi- 
tectural facilities  on  which  construction  will 
begin  in  1964.  A  major  portion  of  the  three 
floors  to  be  built  atop  Engineering  Lecture 
Hall,  adding  15,000  square  feet  of  floorspace, 
was  allotted  to  the  newly  formed  college. 


Late  niglits  in  Seaton,  which  remains  open  until  mid- 
night, are  common  as  a  semester  draws  to  the  close. 
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In  international  competition,  six  K-State 
men  were  honored  for  their  designs  of  con- 
crete masonry  playground  equipment.  Other 
students  were  recognized  for  design  of  a  pre- 
fabricated aluminum  exhibition  building  and 
imaginative  use  of  brick  in  building  plans. 


In  charge  of  K-State's  architectural  program  since 
1955,  Dean  Emil  Fischer  now  heads  the  new  college. 


Work  on  final  design  problems  for  fifth  year  theses 
is  supervised   by  a  visiting  architectural  authority. 
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Returning  from  a  term  sabbatical,  Dean  Doretta  S. 
Hoffman  resumes  duties  as  Home  Ec  administrator. 


College  of  Home  Ec 
Initiates  Conferences 


Under  the  supervision  of  Associate  Dean 
Ruth  Hoeflin,  the  College  of  Home  Eco- 
nomics initiated  a  freshman  group  advise- 
ment and  conference  program.  Entering 
freshmen  met  in  regularly  scheduled  group 
sessions  with  members  of  the  dean's  office  to 
discuss  curriculums  and  class  schedules. 

Participating  in  the  tenth  International 
Congress  of  Home  Economics  in  Paris,  Dean 
Doretta  S.  Hoffman  and  other  home  econo- 
mists later  toured  Helsinki,  Stockholm,  Mos- 
cow, Copenhagen  and  Leningrad.  In  each 
city,  the  group  studied  the  family  life,  mores 
and  social  standards  of  the  people. 

Returning  to  America,  Dean  Hoffman  en- 
gaged in  post-doctoral  studies  in  family  re- 
search and  anthropology  at  Columbia  Uni- 
versity. She  returned  to  KSU  in  January.

Home  economics  research  involved  both 
faculty  and  students.  Institutional  Manage- 
ment's quantity  foods  research,  in  the  areas 
of  management  and  food  production,  in- 
cluded efficient  use  of  manpower  and  the 
preparation  and  service  of  beef.  Qualities  of 
meats,  poultry,  fruits  and  vegetables  and 
convenience  foods  as  well  as  problems  of 
human  nutrition  were  studied  by  the  De- 
partment of  Foods  and  Nutrition. 

Faculty  research  in  Clothing  and  Textiles 
included  consumer  orientated  projects  such 
as  evaluation  of  cotton  sheets  and  basic  re- 
search involving  mechanisms  of  fabric  stress, 
strain,  absorption  and  performance. 

Consumer  credit  and  household  equipment 
efficiency  were  studied  by  Family  Economics 
while  Family  and  Child  Development  re- 
search focused  on  the  honors  program.

Grad  School  Confers 
350  Student  Degrees 


Conferment  of  more  than  350  masters  and 
doctoral  degrees  boosted  the  number  of  de- 
grees awarded  by  the  Graduate  School  since 
1868  to  5,109.  K-State's  first  Specialist  in 
Education  degree  was  awarded  in  1963. 

More  than  $45,000  was  allocated  in  re- 
search grants  by  Research  Co-ordinating 
Council  to  applicants  from  any  school  or  de- 
partment. Headed  by  Harold  Howe,  dean  of 
the  graduate  school,  the  council  subsidized 
research  on  the  biochemistry  of  short  term 
memory,  the  conversion  of  the  American  In- 
dian, the  utilization  of  audio-visual  material 
and  many  other  scientific  projects. 

Serving  its  last  year  before  reorganization 
to  more  fully  represent  all  areas  of  graduate 
work,  the  ten-member  Graduate  Council, 
headed  by  Dean  Howe,  functioned  as  the 
graduate  faculty's  executive  committee. 

Under  the  new  Council  plan,  to  become  ef- 
fective in  September,  1964,  eight  members 
will  be  added.  In  addition  to  one  member 
from  each  college  and  school,  representatives 
from  the  humanities  and  the  biological,  phys- 
ical and  social  sciences  will  be  elected.

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Dr.  Leasure  Retires 
From  Administration 


Retiring  from  his  administration  duties, 
Dean  Elden  E.  Leasure  planned  to  remain 
for  five  years  teaching  in  the  College  of  Vet- 
erinary Medicine  and  doing  research  in  the 
area  of  animal  diseases.  In  1960  Dr.  Leasure 
was  installed  as  President  of  the  AVMA.  He 
was  a  member  of  a  team  surveying  Nigeria's 
northern  region  in  1962.  In  1963  he  was 
chosen  Kansas  Veterinarian  of  the  Year. 

Construction  provided  new  facilities  and 
equipment  for  training.  At  a  cost  of  about 
$25,000,  the  attic  of  Burt  Hall  was  remodeled 
for  the  use  of  graduate  students  and  others 
engaged  in  research.  A  new  surgical  labora- 
tory was  also  installed  on  the  second  floor  of 
Dykstra  Hospital.  The  activities  of  the  surgi- 
cal lab  were  to  be  coordinated  with  those  of 
the  diagnostic  lab  where  there  were  10,446 
diagnostic  tests  for  animal  diseases  made 
during  1963.  Of  the  capacity  enrollment  of 
272  students  in  the  College  of  Veterinary 
Medicine,  nine  students  were  women.

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Research  Seeks  Cure 
For  Animal  Diseases 


Thirty  animal  disease  research  projects, 
ranging  from  a  study  of  rabies  to  a  study  of 
blood  parasites,  were  conducted  by  members 
of  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine.  One 
project  was  directed  toward  the  development 
of  a  splint  device  for  treating  bone  fractures 
in  large  animals.  In  the  past,  the  patient's 
weight  had  made  it  difficult  to  accomplish 
sufficient  immoblization  of  the  animal  in 
order  to  allow  the  broken  bones  to  heal. 

A  $7,500  research  grant  was  presented  to 
the  College  for  the  study  of  pink  eye.  Re- 
searchers studied  the  possibility  that  pink 
eye  might  be  associated  with  a  virus  which 
could  be  treated  with  vaccine. 

Another  research  team  made  comparative 
studies  of  the  ulcers  in  swine  and  man.  Re- 
sults obtained  from  the  examination  of  600 
stomachs  showed  indications  that  ulceration 
was  preceded  by  a  change  in  the  stomach 
lining.  Public  health  protection  also  drew  the 
interest  of  the  college  personnel.

1963  Integrity  Wins 
Top  SGA  Position 


Defeating  the  University  party  candidate 
by  a  narrow  margin  of  131  votes,  Integrity 
candidate  Gary  Mundhenke  became  1963-64 
president  of  the  Student  Governing  Associa- 
tion. For  the  first  time,  IBM  machines  were 
used  to  tabulate  the  student  election  returns. 

Integrity  representatives  were  also  elected 
to  the  Board  of  Student  Publications  and  the 
party's  candidates  won  13  of  the  25  Student 
Senate  positions.  Co-ordinating  the  Senate 
with  the  administration,  Mundhenke  worked 
to  gain  approval  of  the  increase  in  the  stu- 
dent athletic  fees  and  helped  to  establish  a 
dean  of  students  committee  composed  of 
student  leaders  and  Dean  Chester  Peters. 

Only  one  Integrity  candidate  received  a 
victory  as  Ron  Hysom  led  the  University 
party  in  its  sweep  of  the  1964  SGA  elections. 
University  won  24  Senate  positions  and  the 
three  Board  of  Student  Publications  seats. 
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Student  Governing  Association  President  Gary  Mund- 
henke heads  the  representatives  of  the  student  body.

Orientation  of  the  student  to  his  responsi- 
bilities,  concerning  the  K- State  honor  code 
was  the  primary  duty  of  Tribunal.  The  five 
student  justices  and  the  five  faculty  justices, 
representing  each  of  the  five  undergraduate 
colleges  which  had  formed  councils  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  met  twice  each  month 
to  hear  cases  involving  the  violation  of  the 
K-State  honor  and  conduct  codes.  The  de- 
cisions made  by  Tribunal  were  referred  to 
Chester  Peters,  dean  of  students. 

The  five  student  justices  were  selected  by 
the  individual  college  councils  and  then  given 
final  approval  by  Gary  Mundhenke,  student 
body  president.  The  justices  were  appointed 
to  serve  on  Tribunal  for  a  three  year  term  or 
until  they  graduated.  Frank  Jordan  served 
as  Tribunal  chancellor  for  the  fall  semester 
and  James  Theising  presided  over  Tribunal 
during  the  spring  semester  hearings.

After  five  days  of  rush  parties,  277  of  the 
343  freshman  and  upperclass  women  regis- 
tered for  fall  rush  were  pledged  by  K- State's 
11  sororities.  Delta  Zeta  took  part  in  formal 
rush  week  for  the  first  time  since  recoloniz- 
ing  at  K-State  in  1963. 

Under  Panhellenic  Council's  new  invita- 
tion policy,  rushees  were  permitted  to  choose 
two  parties  they  would  attend  the  last  night 
of  rush  after  being  entertained  at  three  after- 
noon parties.  In  past  years  rushees  were 
required  to  accept  invitations  to  all  five 
parties  at  one  time. 

The  21  fraternities  participating  in  rush 
pledged  329  men.  Farm  House,  Alpha 
Epsilon  Pi,  Delta  Chi  and  Triangle  did  not 
rush  for  new  members  during  fall  rush  week.

Celebrating  its  first  anniversary  since  re- 
colonizing  at  K-State  with  45  pledges  in  1963, 
Delta  Zeta  hosted  members  of  its  seven-state 
province  during  Delta  Zeta  State  Day.

University  Operates 
Seven  Housing  Units 


Operating  Putnam,  Van  Zile,  Boyd  and 
West  Halls,  Smurthwaite,  Sunset  Apart- 
ments and  Jardine  Y,  the  University  pro- 
vided housing  for  1200  freshman  and  upper- 
class  women.  Plans  made  for  fall  1964  in- 
cluded opening  additional  Jardine  Y  apart- 
ments for  coeds  if  necessary. 

Construction  plans  for  a  nine-story  dormi- 
tory to  house  600  women  were  finished.  The 
new  limestone  building,  designed  like  West 
Hall,  will  be  the  second  of  a  four-dormitory 
complex  to  be  constructed  near  West.  Plans 
were  drawn  for  a  two-story  food  service 
building  to  feed  the  2100  women  who  will  live 
in  the  four  dormitories  in  the  complex.

For  Fail  Residence 


Officially  named  Petticoat  Penthouse  in 
the  fall,  the  new  residence  housed  ten  upper- 
class  women.  Located  at  615  Fairchild  Ter- 
race, Petticoat  Penthouse  was  a  privately 
owned  independent  residence  hall. 

Residents  held  a  get-acquainted  buffet 
luncheon  early  in  the  year  and  celebrated 
birthdays  of  the  women  each  month.  The 
living  group's  social  activities  included  a 
Halloween  party  and  a  Christmas  party  at 
which  the  group  prepared  their  dinner  and 
exchanged  gifts.  The  women  also  held  a 
picnic  in  early  spring  at  Sunset  Park  and  an 
engagement  party  for  one  of  the  residents. 

Residents  were  active  in  Student  Educa- 
tion Association,  Young  Republicans,  Young 
Democrats,  Orchesis  and  Newman  Club. 
Political  science,  elementary  and  secondary 
education,  business  and  journalism  were 
majors  in  which  the  women  enrolled. 


During  the  fall  semester,  12  Alpha  Xi 
Deltas  awaiting  completion  of  an  addition  to 
their  sorority  house  lived  in  Rice  Hall.  Six- 
teen other  women  resided  at  Rice  through- 
out the  year.  Highlighting  the  social  activi- 
ties of  the  group  were  bridal  showers  for 
several  of  the  Rice  Hall  residents. 

Internationality  was  once  more  in  evi- 
dence at  Rice  Hall.  Women  students  from 
China,  Thailand  and  India  made  their  home 
in  the  two-story  frame  residence  hall  which 
faces  the  city  park.  Privately  owned,  Rice 
Hall  was  opened  as  women's  housing  in  1961. 
Kitchen  facilities  were  provided  for  women 
who  wished  to  prepare  their  own  meals. 

Serving  as  president  of  the  house  was 
Marian  Keegan.  Housemother  was  Mrs. 
Julia  Schimmels.  The  women  of  Rice  Hall 
were  enrolled  in  a  variety  of  curriculums  in- 
cluding art,  architecture,  math  and  English.

For  Freshman  Men 


Internationality  was  a  prominent  factor  in 
East  Stadium.  Seven  of  the  14  residents  were 
from  foreign  countries  including  the  Philip- 
pines, Holland,  Peru  and  India.  Because  East 
Stadium  housed  only  graduate  students, 
officers  were  not  elected  as  was  done  in 
undergraduate  dormitories. 

East  Stadium  was  opened  in  the  fall  of 
1962  by  the  University  to  accommodate 
graduate  students.  Sultan  Zia  acted  as  man- 
ager for  the  group.  Residents  ate  their  meals 
in  the  Goodnow  Cafeteria.  The  graduate 
students  were  enrolled  in  curriculums  in- 
cluding chemistry,  feed  technology  and 
chemical  and  agricultural  engineering. 


In  its  first  year  as  an  organized  house  for 
freshman  men,  Tabard  housed  thirteen 
students.  Among  the  residents  were  a  Union 
Pacific  Scholarship  holder,  two  members  of 
K- State's  Honors  Program  and  a  student 
listed  on  the  Dean's  Honor  Roll.

Oklahoma's  Sooners  fell  behind  3-0  before 
racing  to  a  34-9  victory  in  the  Purple's  home 
finale.  Bill  Matan  electrified  the  Homecom- 
ing crowd  when  he  scooped  up  a  blocked 
Sooner  field  goal  attempt  and  raced  72  yards 
for  a  Wildcat  touchdown. 

K- State  suffered  its  second  shutout  of  the 
campaign  at  Lawrence  as  Kansas  prevailed 
by  a  34-0  score.  The  'Cats  crossed  midfield 
only  three  times  against  the  rugged  Hawk 
defense.

'Cats  Split  Openers; 
Win  Big-8  Tourney 


Minnesota  invaded  Ahearn  Fieldhouse  to 
tipoff  the  Wildcat  season.  A  capacity  crowd 
sat  stunned  as  the  Gophers  took  a  76-66  win. 
K-State  notched  its  initial  victory  three 
nights  later  with  an  87-59  thrashing  of  out- 
classed South  Dakota  State. 

Opening  on  the  road  against  St.  Louis,  the 
'Cats  overcame  a  hacking  defense  to  eke  out 
a  68-67  win.  At  Bloomington,  big  Roger 
Suttner  dunked  28  points  to  lead  the  team  to 
a  93-84  triumph  over  Indiana's  Hoosiers. 

Two  talented  west  coast  teams  confronted 
K-State  in  the  Sunflower  Doubleheader.  At 
Lawrence,  all-American  Walt  Hazzard  awed 
the  'Cats  with  his  passes,  giving  UCLA  a 
78-75  win.  K-State  came  back  strong  at  home 
to  down  use  82-58.  In  two  pre-tournament 
tilts,  the  Wildcats  fell  72-70  to  Cincinnati, 
but  rebounded  to  nip  Denver  72-65. 

In  the  pre-season  tournament  at  Kansas 
City,  the  'Cats  rolled  over  Nebraska  and 
Missouri.  Facing  Oklahoma  State  for  the 
title,  K-State  stung  the  Cowpokes,  58-55. 
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Title  Hopes  Dim  As 
Wildcats  Lose  Twice 


With  one  championship  secured,  the  'Cats 
opened  their  quest  for  the  conference  crown 
against  Colorado.  The  Buffaloes,  however, 
shaking  off  a  35-point  outburst  by  Willie 
Murrell,  tripped  up  the  host  team  60-59. 

K-State  bounced  back  to  dump  Iowa  State 
73-52  in  Ahearn.  Traveling  to  Stillwater,  the 
Wildcat's  title  hopes  flickered  as  Oklahoma 
State  rode  red-hot  shooting  to  a  77-58  win. 
Max  Moss  tallied  19  counters  to  head  the 
'Cats,  but  Murrell  was  held  to  six  points,  16 
below  his  season's  average.

Boost  Victory  String 


Bearing  a  1-2  league  record  after  three 
tilts,  K-State  took  time  out  for  finals  and 
an  exhibition  against  Peru's  Olympic  team. 
K-State  then  began  an  11-game  winning 
skein  by  disposing  of  Oklahoma  97-91  in 
conference  play  at  Norman. 

Back  home,  the  'Cats  outshot  arch-rival 
Kansas  58-55,  offsetting  32  points  by  the 
Hawks'  Walt  Wesley.  In  the  first  of  three 
consecutive  overtime  encounters,  K-State 
outlasted  Nebraska  73-66  at  Lincoln.  Just 
as  close  was  the  Colorado  game  at  Boulder, 
where  the  Purple  picked  up  its  first  win  since 
1960.  In  overtime,  K-State  scrambled  to  a 
60-59  decision  and  a  second-place  tie  with 
the  Buffaloes  in  the  league  race. 

The  Wildcats  extended  their  mastery  over 
Missouri  to  21  straight  with  an  89-79  win  at 
Columbia.  Hosting  Nebraska,  the  'Cats 
averted  an  extra  period  by  nipping  the  Corn- 
huskers  50-48  in  the  last  minute  of  play.  The 
victory,  combined  with  Colorado's  loss  to 
Iowa  State  the  same  night,  boosted  K-State 
into  sole  possession  of  first  place.

99-70  win.  Facing  Oklahoma  State  in  the 
"rubber"  match  between  the  two  schools,  the 
Wildcats  clinched  the  conference  title  with 
a  thrilling  63-59  overtime  victory. 

With  the  pressure  off,  K- State  was  able 
to  play  relaxed  ball.  The  Wildcat's  final  home 
opponent,  Missouri,  got  the  "Willies"  as 
Murrell  pumped  in  39  points  for  a  career 
high.  His  performance  insured  the  Wildcats 
of  the  victory,  88-68.  K-State  closed  out  the 
season  at  Ames  by  defeating  Iowa  State  74- 
69.  Jeff  Simons  tallied  22  for  the  'Cats. 
Murrell  made  the  all-conference  first  team.

After  winning  the  Big  Eight  title  by  two 
lengths,  K-State  set  out  for  the  Midwest 
Regionals  at  Wichita.  In  the  first  round,  the 
'Cats  eliminated  Texas  Western,  64-60.  Fifth- 
ranked  Wichita  stood  next  in  K-State's  path. 
Before  10,000  clamorous  WU  rooters,  "silo 
tech"  humbled  the  proud  Shockers,  94-86. 
The  win  was  Tex  Winter's  200th  as  head 
coach  of  Kansas  State  basketball  teams. 

Holding  a  13-game  winning  streak,  the 
Wildcats  advanced  to  Kansas  City  to  meet 
first  round  foe  UCLA.  K-State  led  75-70  with 
five  minutes  left,  but  wilted  as  the  unbeaten 
national  champions  triumphed  again,  90-84. 
In  the  battle  for  third,  bruising  Michigan 
jolted  the  'Cats  100-90  for  the  win. 

Murrell  was  selected  by  the  press  and  radio 
to  both  all-tournament  teams.  In  the  post- 
season East- West  game,  Murrell  was  named 
star  of  stars  as  he  led  the  Western  squad  to 
victory  with  a  total  of  20  points.

French  Play  Opens 
Fall  Drama  Season 


"A  Shot  in  the  Dark/'  a  restaging  of  an 
earlier  summer  school  production,  was  the 
K-State  Player's  first  play  of  the  season. 
The  original  French  version  of  the  play  was 
a  mockery  of  pompous  French  society.  In  its 
translation  to  English,  the  play  became  a 
gentle  comedy  about  a  young  magistrate 
who  prevented  the  murder  trial  of  a  maid. 

"Pied  Piper  of  Hamlin,"  the  production  of 
the  annual  Children's  Theatre,  played  to 
nearly  4,000  persons  in  tours  of  Manhattan 
grade  schools.  The  play  featured  original 
music  composed  by  a  faculty  member  for 
the  recorder,  an  ancient  instrument. 


Satirizing  the  Russian  court  system,  a  one-act  play 
was  included  on  the  1963  spring  drama  schedule.

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October  Fest  Depicts 
German  Moral  Decay 


Written  by  Wallace  Dace,  faculty  mem- 
ber, "October  Festival"  dramatized  the  gen- 
eral collapse  of  character  which  led  the 
German  people  into  the  holocaust  of  World 
War  II.  Winner  of  three  national  prizes,  the 
play  has  been  produced  nationally  25  times. 

"The  American  Dream"  and  "The  Zoo 
Story"  brought  playwright  Edward  Albee's 
theater  of  the  absurd  to  the  Purple  Masque 
experimental  theatre  stage.  The  two  plays 
were  part  of  the  playwright's  avant-garde 
theatrical  movement  of  absurdist  humor. 

Action  in  "The  American  Dream"  cen- 
tered around  a  family  searching  for  a  re- 
placement for  the  baby  which  died  due  to 
their  maltreatment.  The  "American  Dream" 
appeared  as  a  handsome  but  hollow  young 
man  who  satisfied  their  wishes.  Lack  of 
understanding  through  apathy  rather  than 
inability  dramatized  "The  Zoo  Story."

Euripides'  drama  "Medea"  opened  as  the 
only  play  to  be  performed  in  the  Chapel 
Auditorium.  Chosen  because  of  its  effective 
acoustics,  the  All-Faith  Chapel  featured  10 
levels  of  stage  setting  to  focus  additional 
emphasis  on  individual  actors  in  the  Greek 
tragedy.  After  completing  a  four-night  per- 
formance slate,  the  25-member  cast  moved 
to  El  Dorado  for  a  one-night  stand. 

Directed  by  Dennis  Denning,  "Medea" 
represented  the  universal  story  of  a  woman 
scorned  by  her  lover  and  bent  on  revenge. 
After  being  deserted  by  her  husband  Jason, 
the  mythological  Greek  character  Medea 
killed  her  children  and  her  rival.  As  the  play 
progressed,  deepest  love  became  frenzied 
hatred  and  cruelty  bred  cruelty  in  Medea. 

Unique  highlight  of  the  production  was 
employment  of  a  chanting  chorus  of  15 
women  who  represented  emotional  feelings  of 
an  observing  public.  Draped  in  gray  cos- 
tumes, the  women  executed  configurations 
to  project  interpretations  of  the  play.

With  a  combined  budget  of  $13,300,  the 
Artist  Series  and  Chamber  Music  Series  in- 
vited eight  musical  groups  to  Manhattan. 
Tickets  were  sold  to  Manhattan  citizens  al- 
though events  were  University  sponsored. 

Manhattan's  Artist  Series  billed  Ruggiero 
Ricci,  a  violinist  with  more  than  2,000  con- 
certs in  his  33-year  career,  to  appear  in  the 
first  concert  of  its  21st  season.

Centennial  Graduates 
Face  New  Challenges

Students  participating  in  the  June,  1963, 
commencement  exercises  faced  a  world  radi- 
cally changed  from  the  one  in  1863  when 
KSU  was  founded.  More  than  1,600  degrees 
were  granted  during  the  centennial  year, 
making  a  total  of  over  42,000  diplomas 
awarded  by  the  University  in  100  years. 

Several  alumni  classes  watched  as  Presi- 
dent McCain  conferred  degrees  to  the  candi- 
dates in  Ahearn  Field  House.  Dr.  Milton 
Eisenhower  delivered  the  commencement 
address.  Eisenhower,  a  former  president  of 
KSU,  was  one  of  nine  distinguished  persons 
to  receive  honorary  degrees. 

The  269  students  who  graduated  in  Au- 
gust and  the  419  students  who  graduated  in 
January  were  invited  to  attend  the  June  ex- 
ercises.

"Scooping"  all  other  papers  in  the  state, 
the  Collegian  was  the  first  paper  to  hit  the 
streets  with  the  news  of  President  Kennedy's 
assassination.  3,000  copies  of  the  regular 
edition  had  been  printed  when  the  staff  re- 
ceived news  on  the  UPI  teletype  that  the 
President  had  been  shot.  The  staff  then 
pulled  a  theatrical  "stop-the-presses"  scene, 
and  remade  the  front  page  to  carry  the  news. 
Five  minutes  later  the  presses  were  rolling 
again  and  in  an  hour  the  papers  were  on  the 
street.  Over  9,000  new  copies  were  printed. 

Implemented  by  Fall  Editor,  Jerry  Koh- 
ler, and  continued  by  Chuck  Powers,  spring 
editor,  was  a  reorganization  of  the  Collegian 
staff  to  enable  the  student  editors  to  function 
more  as  a  metropolitan  daily.  A  night  editor, 
who  was  responsible  for  laying  out  the  front 
page,  was  added  to  the  staff,  and  the  former 
daily  editors  were  replaced  with  more  spe- 
cialized jobs.  Jack  Backer,  adviser,  super- 
vised the  operation  of  the  new  staff  setup. 

A  special  larger  Homecoming  issue  of  the 
Collegian  was  published.  The  32-page  special 
contained  added  coverage  of  homecoming 
events,  and  special  feature  and  fall  fashion 
sections.  In  a  later  paper,  the  Collegian  in- 
troduced the  Royal  Purple  Queen  finalists.
